"The chief handicap to which 
Negroes in Canada : are subject Is 
exclusion, from practically ..all re- 
ffluneVàlivç o'ccupaiions,',' said Terry 
Evani.'ihirâ^j'éar, Deijlal student, 
In an address :to the West Indian 
St»tl¥Ty"lFrldajr night in the Union. 

Evans traced the early history 
of the Negro In , Canada, , the ex- 
istence of some sla\-cry here in' the- 
early days -and the Imniigratipn r.ot 
fugitive Negroes froni ''thé United 
States dujing the slavery era in 
the South. "He showed how the 
Canadian national repugnance for 
the existence of slavery in other 
countries and the welcome she ex- 
tended to escaped s]aves changed 
when slavery ..was abolished. "The 
welcome "vanished with the cause 
In which It originated," he said. 
"The people who had regarded the 
abolition of slavery as an urgent 
moral task had no Interest in' the 
future, of the Negro as siich, and 
the race f6und in Canada' as else- 
wljere^that/th'ere are ^more subtle 
and' ^pernicious' forces -of ■ hostility 
tiian legal slavery." '• .;, •' 

Speaking of the economic posi- 
tion of the Negro In Canada, he 
said that the hopes- of the first 
generation of Negro ''iettlers lîave 
vanished, and no' tanRtblo basis of 
security has taken their place. The 
path to Canadian freedom . has 
proved a 'cul-de-sac*. . ' 

The customary declaration of the 
negro's unfitness^ for the climate is 
not an' accurate nor ah adequate 
explanation of the small numbir 
of the race now to be found in 
Canada, the. - speaker - said. ' But . It 
It the limited sphere 'assigned them 
in the economic life of \he. cotinlry 
that h^ been : ihost ihtliieiiUal; in 
lirnltlng their numbers. '.If there 
was no demand at all .for Negro 
labor in Canada, the race, would

than it Is. and tp.'JlKipse^^''p|jre- 



But the situation is not simpls, 
Evans continued. A number of 
negroes are kept'ln the Dominion 
by their work on the railways, and 
with thejr families from the mic- 
leiis of a colored community in 
several 'cities. They cannot cxpe:t 
much, improvement in their ' owi) 
position, nor look forward to a 
more advantageous fulilrc-'for' their 
children. The normal rewards of 
industry and scnoiarship arc de- 
nied them, and they have little 
contact with the wider communlly. 

In spite of increasing numb.ers 
they fllpd .ho br*adénlng'> ôt'i' lhe 
economic basis upon which' Iheir 
subsistence depends. . . 

This Is a most unsatisfactory 
situation for it gives opportunity 
for nothing but the cultivation of 
a patient siiblssion on the one 
hand and; thV indulgence of .crim- 
inal talents on 'the other. •

Jim Tnuhey, second negative 
speaker, said that the welfare state 
protects the majority of low class 
workers from 'insecurity and ex 
ploitalion by big business.

"People can be conditioned to re- 
act to any ptimiilus," said Dr. Clyde 
Miller, eminent propaganda analyst 
and author of thé 'Springfield Plan',' 
in a lecture given before a meeting 
of the YM-YWHA last night. 

Discussing the analysis of propa- 
ganda. Dr. Miller sai{l that If con- 
ditioning is done cbiVectly, stimuli 
like the words "Communist" or 
"Jew"' can produce an unreasoning 
response of -staggering proportions 
mong olherwise . educated people. 
He used as an analogy the reflex 
action of \he human body in re- 
sponding with a knee-jerk 'to the, 
rubber harhmer of. the doçtor. ^ 

The spéakér^MinledMtol'the;' ex- 
ample of GernMn^Jwhlch .was con- 
sidered to be?a|naUon of v.ery 'high- 
ly.: educated peop\é.'C;,Yet.whcp Hit- 
ler came to power, he looti created 
a' state of mind' which resulted in 
their sanctioning or failing to. op-
